Surprises colleagues, audience 

Huron Twp. treasurer resigns

In a move which caught most of 
his colleagues on the township 
board and members of the 
audience by surprise, Huron Twp. 
Treas. Richard Sullivan last week 
announced his resignation. 

The board voted 5-0 to give him 
time off to reconsider. 

Acknowledged by many in the 
township as “the most intelligent 
person on the board” and topflight 
professional in his field, Sullivan 
has served in the treasurer's office 
for the last four and a half years. 

Coming towards the end of 
Wednesday’s regular township 
board meeting, the resignation was 
read by the treasurer, who then 
immediately left the building. 

Sullivan’s resignation came on 
the heels of another notice of 
employe departure, that of his 
deputy, Karen Nichols, who an- 
nounced she was leaving township 
employ effective Oct. 31, 1979. The 
treasurer gave Nov. 1, 1979, as his 
last day of employment. 

In his prepared statement, 
Sullivan said he was allowing time 
for an orderly transition and had 
arranged for an audit of his office 
to assure township residents that 
there were no discrepancies in the 
operation of his office. 

Following Sullivan's an- 
nouncement and departure, two 
members of the audience arose to 
speak in his behalf and asked that 
action be taken by the board to 
convince the treasurer to stay. 

Harvey Carey said he had “great 
respect” for Sullivan, who he 
declared was doing a better job 
than most people realize. He 
criticized some on the board for 
"harassing” the treasurer. 
However, he did not name anyone. 

Carey called on the unnamed 
board members to go to Sullivan 
and apologize and called on the 
entire board to ask him to stay on 
as treasurer. 

Ron Tabor, former township 
trustee, said that he had not always 
agreed with Sullivan when he first 
worked with him, both an elected 
official and a township employe. 

“But, later I found him to be an 
honest and sincere man. He worked 
150 percent for the township. I hope 
something can be worked out to 
keep him,” Tabor said. 

Trustee A. J. Haener, who 
chaired the meeting in the absence 
of Sup. Roy Raker, concurred with 
the suggestion of Trustee William 
Geierman that Sullivan take a 
three-week vacation and then 
reconsider his resignation. 

Trustee John Puskar commented, 
“If I had to vote on it now, I would 
have to vote not to receive his 
resignation.” He, too, felt that 
trustees who offended Sullivan 
should apologize. 

Clerk Mary Lou Carey’s first 
inclination was to table the matter 
until Raker returned. 

City hall 
ransacked 

Four offices at Romulus City 
Hall were broken into after 
midnight Thursday, resulting in 
the theft of several thousand 
dollars in camera equipment, 
tape recorders, radios and tapes 
of this year’s council sessions. 

The theft was discovered by 
Harold Ries, a janitor at city 
hall, according to detectives 
Robert Pond and Ed Lindberg of 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Dept 

On Wednesday night a week 
before, a radio also was 
reported stolen from city hall, 
Lindberg said. 

The officers investigation 
showed entry had been made in 
Thursday night’s thefts in the 
office of Jay Young, public 
information officer; treasurer’s 
office, accounting office, and 
water department Even a 
gumball machine had been 
broken into, the officers said. 

They said they believe they 
know who is responsible for the 
thefts, but would not divulge 
details of the case at this time. 


At Haener’s urging that action 
should be taken that night, the 
board, with Fred Ashby also ab- 
sent, voted 5-0 to grant the 
treasurer time off to review his 
decision to quit.

Belleville 

The 18 feet lowering of Belleville 
Lake will - begin next Sunday and 
Van Buren Township officials have 
banned boating on the popular body 
of water as one of several measures 
to be followed until the project is 
completed next May 1 
Primary reason for the gradual 
lowering is to allow repairs to be 
made to concrete portions of the old 
French Landing Dam which holds 
back lake waters from downstream 
areas of the Huron River. The dam 
is being renovated under federal 
grants and will begin producing 
electrical power in about three 
years 

Notices are being sent by the 
township board to every residence in 
Van Buren to inform citizens of the 
lake lowering time schedeule and 
ways in which they can cooperate to 
make the overall project easier for 
everyone concerned 
The lake’s normal summer 
elevation of 650 feet above sea level 
will be dropped to 646 feet Nov 1, to

3 Cases near end

With three cases drawing to a 
close in court - an armed robbery, 
a house breakin and the arson of a 
residence - Wayne County Sheriff’s 
deputies slowly but surely are 
putting the brakes on the perennial 
crime problem in and around the 
Meadows Subdivision area of 
Romulus. 

Billy Ray Flannery, 44, of 
Ecorse, an escaped convict serving 
time for kidnapping, will go on trial 
soon in Wayne County Circuit Court 
for the armed robbery of a Quick- 
Pick party store, 30795 Eureka Rd., 
on May 28 of this year. 

Det. Ed Lindberg, who with Det. 
Robert Pond, is working on all 
three cases, said Flannery had his 
confinement restrictions reduced 
Irom no bond to $50,000. However, 
Flannery could not make bond and 
is lodged in the Wayne County Jail, 
he said. 

Flannery was arrested Aug. 8 in 
the act of robbing a Southgate 
party store. Following an in- 
vestigation, he was picked out of a 
lineup by witnesses to the holdup in 
Romulus. 

Lindberg said an accomplice of 
Flannery’s, Timmy Ray Mc- 
Cuiston, 21, was located living with 
his father in Murray, Ky. and 
arrested by authorities there. 
McCuiston waived extradition and 
is now in the Wayne County Jail, 
where he was remanded after 
failing to make $50,000 bond 
following examination in Romulus 
34th District Court. 

McCuiston also was identified by 
eyewitnesses to the Quick-Pick 
party store robbery. They told 
Lindberg and Pond they remem- 
bered McCuiston telling them to lay 
on the floor, then being kicked in 
the sides and walked on by the two 
robbers as they went across the 
room. 

McCuiston is scheduled to appear 
on Oct 23 in Wayne County Circuit 
Court, Lindberg said. 

Roger B. McKenzie, 19, of 
Romulus, pleaded guilty to the 
entering but not breaking into of a 
residence at 16366 Middlebelt Rd 
on or about Aug. 3, of this year 
Lindberg said he originally had 
been charged with the breaking 
and entering of the house only a 
block from where he lived, but that 


clerk, were believed to be serious 
enough to warrant his sudden 
resignation. 

In the opinion of a source at 
township hall who did not wish to 
be identified. Sullivan. 66, was 
“being led around by the nose” by 
his deputy, who is 23. 


the prosecutor’s office had allowed 
him to plead guilty to the lesser 
charge. 

Entering without breaking 
carries a maximum penalty of five 
years in prison, while breaking and 
entering calls for a maximum of 15 
years imprisonment, he said. 

McKenzie will be sentenced Oct. 
23, 1979 in the court of Wayne 
County Circuit Judge Richard 
Dunn. He is currently free on $1,000 
bond. 

A second man sought in the same 
case, John Dale Pingilley Jr., 20. 
also of Romulus, was arraigned 
last week in 34th District Court and 
was released on $2,500 bond, 
pending his examination Wed- 
nesday (today) Oct. 27, 1979, also in 
the same court, Lindberg said. 

The officer reported that 
McKenzie was selling stolen 
merchandise from a field in the 
back of the raasacked house, but 
that police had been successful in 
recovering many items. 

“As a result of the arrests of 
these two men, we anticipate the 
arrests of several more persons in 
unrelated cases in the Meadows 
Subdivision area,” the detective 
commented 

In the third case, that involving 
arson of a house at 16110 Farnum, 
Romulus, owned by Clyde Miller, 
Kenneth Raymond Lowe, 17, was 
arraigned last week in 34th District 
Court on a charge of arson. 

A warrant has been issued for a 
second man believed to have been 
involved in the arson case. Floyd 
Everett Dunaway, 18, who with 
Lowe lives in the same neigh- 
borhood where the burned house is 
located, is being sought on a 
warrant, Lindberg said. 

Although Lowe appeared for his 
arraignment Wednesday, Dunaway 
failed to show up, the detective 
said. After their original arrest, 
both men had been released to 
appear in court last week. 

If convicted on the arson charge, 
both men could face up to 20 years 
in prison. 

Miller’s home was burned shortly 
after midnight July 19, 1979 and 
was heavily damaged in the en- 
suing blaze, according to Lindberg. 

Both Lindberg and Pond said the 
public has been quite helpful in 
aiding their investigations after 
reading about crime cases in the 
Roman. 


Woman is charged 
in stabbing death 


A Romulus woman was 
charged with second degree 
murder in the stabbing death of 
her boyfriend last Friday 
morning in her apartment. 

Arraigned on the murder 
charge Saturday morning in the 
Out-county prosecutor’s court in 
westland was Ethel Jane 
Williams, 31. of Apt 558, 9500 
Biddle St.. Romulus 

Det Robert Pond of the 
Wayne County Sheriff s Dept 
said Miss Williams is accused of 
killing Charles Moss. 38, of 
Detroit, by stabbing him in the 
chest during an argument He 
said Mass’ pulmonary artery 
was severed, resulting in almost 
instant death 

Miss Williams was lodged in 
the Wayne County Jail after 


failing to post $50,000 bond 
assessed by District Judge 
Duane Dunick of Dearborn 
Heights 

Pond said his investigation 
disclosed that Moss and Miss 
Williams had been arguing 
Thursday night and early 
Friday morning When he at- 
tempted to stop her from 
leaving the apartment, she 
pulled a large pocket knife on 
him. the detective said 

As Moss tried to defend 
himself by holding a chair in 
front of him. Miss Williams 
reached over the chair and 
stabbed him. Pond said 

Police were called by a 
neighbor down the hall who said 
she was screaming for help

Sanitation authority eyes 
energy conversion plan 


There are 160,000 tons of garbage 
going up in smoke every year, and 
theCentral Wayne County Sanitation 
Authority wants to convert it into 
energy. Electricity, to be exact. 

The authority consists of members 
Westland, Wayne, Inkster, Dear- 
born Heights and Garden City. It 
burns the garbage collected in those 
cities, charging each city a fee by 
the ton for the disposal. It also 
handles rubbish from the City of 
Taylor, which has a contract with 
the authority. 

The Department of Energy has 
awarded the authority a federal 
grant to explore the feasibility and 
to plan the engineering for con- 
verting the plant to an energy 
producing facility. Using the energy 
created from burning the rubbish to 
create steam, the plan is to generate 
electricity, according to William 
Engle, chairman of the authority 
and Westland’s representative. 

The authority got the first "in- 
stallment” of the federal grant, 
$300,000, about six months ago. A 
second sum, $465,000 was just 
released, and there could be more 
coming, Engle said. The authority 
had applied for $1.2 million. 

The project is funded under the 
concept of "resource recovery.” 
Garbage is a resource that can be 
recycled to make energy, 
recovering energy from the once- 
discarded material. 

The incinerator receives 160,000 
tons of garbage a year to dispose of. 
But, Engle said, "a ton of garbage 
produces half as much heat energy 
as a ton of coal, so in effect we’re 
burning the equivalent of 80,000 tons 
of coal a year and receiving nothing 
from it.” 

The energy is “going out the 
chimney.” 

The fact that it is going out the 
chimney has put the authority at 
odds with the Wayne County Air 
Pollution Department for several 
years, and the disagreement still is 
going on. Wayne County says the 
authority is violating its standards 
for pollution. 

It will cost $6 million to install new 
air pollution equipment at the in- 
cinerator to satisfy Wayne County, 
Engle said. The deadline that the 
county has given them is 1981, he 
added. 

Engle said that the authority 
wants to sell $6 million worth of 
revenue bonds to pay for those 
improvements. He recently reported 
this plan to the Westland City 
Council, and said he will be coming 
to the council to ask permission for 
the bonding before the end of the 
year. 

The councils of each of the five 
member communities would have to 
approve the bond issue before it can 
be done. 

Then, to pay off the bonds, the 
authority will have to raise the rates 
it charges to its member com- 
munities. Westland now pays $15.14 
per ton to the authority for disposal. 
That amount would have to be in- 
creased by about $3.50 per ton, 
$140,000 per year, to pay off the

bonds for new air pollution equip- 
ment, Engle estimated 

That issue about air pollution is 
separate from the resource recovery 
project, and closer at hand. 

The resource recovery project — 
converting garbage into energy — 
still is in early planning stages. The 
federal grant is only paying for 
feasibility studies and engineering 
work. The ultimate plan will entail 
remodelling the entire plant. Engle 
noted. Steam generators and other 
equipment would have to be in-

stalled to make the changeover. 
Engle estimated the cost at $10 
million to renovate the plant for the 
resource recovery, an undertaking 
that will come after the new' air 
pollution devices required by Wayne 
County are installed. 

But paying for the resource 
recovery equipment will not 
necessitate a rate hike to the cities. 
Those costs can be paid by revenues 
produced from the electricity itself. 

First of all, the electricity would 
be used to operate the incinerator 
plant itself. 


"Our electric bill is $20,000 a 
month now,” Engle noted. 

Then, the authority would sell the 
electricity remaining to Detroit 
Edison at the current rate. Engle 
said he already has a letter from 
Edison saying they want to buy the 
electricity when the time comes. 

Engineering work for the project 
is being done by two engineering 
firms, Havens and Emerson of New 
York, and Commonwealth and 
Associates of Pennsylvania, Engle 
said. They are experts in heat 
recovery and incinerator work. 

The incinerator operated by the 
Central Wayne County Sanitation 
Authority is located on Inkster and 
Annapolis roads in Inkster. It’s been 
in operation for 15 years. 


Petition Drive hits 35,000 


Last weekend’s summery weather 
was expected to contribute 
favorably to a 2-day petition drive by 
Wayne County’s League of Women 
Voters seeking additional signatures 
to place the question of an elected 
county executive on next year’s 
primary ballot, according to Wayne 
County Commissioner Mary E. 
Dumas of Livonia. 

Commissioners Dumas, Alex 
Pilch of Dearborn and William 
Joyner of Plymouth are spear- 
heading the drive— PACE (Provide 
A County Executive)— in an effort to 
hurry along the process of obtaining 
a county executive through direct 
election rather than through the 
actions of a Charter Commission. 

PACE Chairman Robert Beeny of 
Wayne said 35,000 of the necessary 

66.000 signatures already have been 
collected but the group will tug for 

77.000 by a target date of Nov. 30. 

According to Betty Cook, chair- 
person of the County Committee of 
the Wayne County League of Women 
Voters, members of that 
organization were out circulating 
petitions Oct. 5 and 6, in shopping 
centers of Dearborn, Dearborn 
Heights, Allen Park, Northville, 
Grosse Pointe and Plymouth in a 
major effort to reach the petition 
goal. 

It is the feeling of the three 
Commissioners that an elected 
county executive— as required in 
Gov. William Milliken’s plans for 
county reform— is too important 
issue to allow it to wait until the 
formal creation of a Charter 
Commission with the added 
possibility that the commission 
might recommend a county 
manager, or create a weak form of 
executive. 

Commissioner Dumas said: "Not 
only will it take less time to proceed 
under PA 139— a maximum of 270 
days as opposed to two years under a 
charter proposal— but it willl be far 
less expensive. Electing a Charter 
Commission will cost taxpayers 
more than $1.5 million while a direct 
election for a county executive will 
cost about half.

“I’m rather disappointed that the 
Governor’s task force did not go far 
enough in amending PA 293, which 
has basically left it with a county 
executive, and did not address the 
problems of having five or more 
county-wide elected offices. PA 139 
spells out the powers and duties of a 
county executive, while thebalance 
of the act is nearly identical to PA 
239, which I feel is not adeuate. 

“There needs to be some single 
executive who has administrative 
powers and who is directly 
responsible by election to voters of 
Wayne County. Such an executive 
can more adequately address the 
needs of the entire county and will 
have a higher political visibility for 
obtaining needed legislation for 
funding county programs.” 

She added: “He would also be able 
to deal more effectively with county 
personnel matters and maintain 
administrative control over 
departmental operations.” 


“If there is to be any effective 
reorganization of Wayne County 
government,” Commissioner Pilch 
explained, “it appears that it will 
have to be forced by the people. The 
jockeying around Lansing offers 
little hope of anything meaningful 
being accomplished there. The so- 
called compromise by the Joint Task 
Force is Act 1 of a pretentious 
charade. The wrong departments 
are targets for abolition. 

“The solution to this entire matter 
is to have the people by-pass the 
Board of Commissioners, the 
legislature and the governor and call 
for an election of a county executive 
with the power and authority to 
knock heads, make changes, 
economize and serve the people 
more effectively.”

U.S. savings decline 


As of Nov. 1 


First Step to go 'on call' 


The American people, who once 
believed “it pays to save for a 
rainy day,” apparently have 
changed their minds. The U.S. rate 
of personal savings has reached an 
all-time low — with consequences 
that could be negative in terms of 
productivity and living standards. 

“U.S. citizens once saved as 
much as anybody else,” said 
economist Percy L. Greaves, 
author of “Understanding the 
Dollar Crisis,” “but now are saving 
less of their after-tax earnings than 
citizens of other leading industrial 
countries — Canada, Britain, West 
Germany, France and Japan. And 
the disparity is growing every 
year ” 

Over the last decade for which 
figures are available, the U.S. 
savings rate has gone down from 

7.5 percent of after-tax income to 
only 5.1 percent while the Japanese 
rate has risen from 18.5 percent to 

21.5 percent.

Professor Greaves and other 
economists point out that a coun- 
try’s rate of savings directly af- 


fects productivity, and in turn 
living standard, and that the 
decline in U.S. savings will mean 
that fewer Americans will be able 
to afford the necessities of life, 
such as a decent home, in the 1980s 

“As savings go down, so does 
investment in industry — in the 
tools of production that increase 
productivity, and allow' workers to 
produce more goods per hour with 
the same or even less effort,” 
Greaves explained 

The more money people put in 
their savings accounts, the more 
banks have to invest in industry, 
which uses it to buy productivity- 
increasing machinery And before 
an individual can become a direct 
investor — buy stocks and bonds 
himself — he has to have saved 
money as a personal reserve. 

The U.S. decline in savings is 
reflected in capital spending. Last 
year capital investment amounted 
to 17 percent of America’s gross 
national product, while the com- 
parable rate was 19 percent in 
Great Britain, 21 percent in West 
Germany, 23 percent in France and 
Canada, 30 percent in Japan. 

“To boost our living standards in 
the 1980s,” said economist Arthur 
B. Laffer of the University of 
Southern California, “our govern- 
ment must restore the incentives to 
work, save and invest. Only then 
will people produce more, and have 
more, of the good things of life.” 


Things are happening at First 
Step, the Westland-based non-profit 
agency that aids victims of domestic 
assault 

According to Deborah Benjamin, 
director, on Nov 1 the project will be 
"on call” 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week 

In the past, the agency could take 
calls only during certain daytime 
and evening hours, when the staff 
workers were at the center, located 
in the Westland Community Center 
on Dorsey Road in Westland. But the 
agency has now arranged to have 
trained crisis workers answer calls, 
at 595-1111, day and night. 

The person w ho answers the phone 
will “assess” the call, provide what 
crisis telephone help they can, then 
call in a First Step w orker who could 
come out and meet the woman in 
crisis. 

The calls will actually be taken by 
an existing 24-hour crisis program, 
Ms. Benjamin said, and the First 
Step calls will be forwarded to that 
line by the telephone company’s 
call-forward system. 

First Step has been working 
towards this 24-hour-a-day service 
since it began, first having only 
daytime hours, then adding night 
hours, and soon this continual 


availability to women who are 
victims of spouse abuse. 

The project is also currently 
looking for volunteers willing to 
donate at least four hours a week for 
the next six months. 

Persons who donate their time will 
assist in telephone crisis counseling, 
emergency transportation, clerical 
assistance and will work on the 
newsletter. 

Ms. Benajamin asked that 
volunteers be willing to make a time 
committment of at least six months, 
and four hours per week, since they 
will be specially trained in spouse 
abuse, empathy training, crisis 
counseling, and legal and social 
service advocacy. 

Interested persons can arrange an 
interview by telephoning Corrine at 
the First Step Center, located on 
Dorsey Road in Westland, at 595- 
1112. 

First Step assists battered women 
and their families with crisis 
counseling, as well as on-going in- 
dividual and family counseling, 
assailant counseling, emergency 
shelter and transportation, legal 


advocacy, financial assistance, and 
aid in dealing with court and police 
agencies. 

It is a non-profit agency funded by 
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state and federal grants, plus grants 
from the cities of Westland and 
Taylor and from Plymouth Town- 
ship, and from private donations.

The brilliant streaks of autumn 
color are gradually moving across 
southeastern Michigan and into the 
Huron-Clinton metroparks, which 
serve citizens living in Livingston.

Canada Geese 
inhabit the lakes and Kingfisher 
Lagoon, where the geese often seek 
a “handout” from park visitors.

A special multi-service center 
offering a variety of social 
programs to thousands of 
Downriver residents will have its 
official dedication and opening on 
Thursday. October 18, at 4:30 p.m 

Regarded as the first such center 
in the area, the new Downriver 
Human Service Center resulted 
from combined public and volun- 
tary' efforts to bring an integrated 
package of needed services to 
Downriver communities. 

It is housed in the former Hand 
Elementary School in Brownstown

New increases in home mortgage 
interest rates will have a 2-sided 
affect on the resale home market, 
according to the Western Wayne 
Oakland County Board of Realtors 
( WWOCBR). 

“The jump in interest rates past 
12 percent for loans with a 20 
percent down payment and the 
uncertainty about the general 
economy will force an increased 
number of prospective buyers out 
of the market,” said John Cole, 
WWOCBR president “We look for 
sales to continue to taper off until 
about March when seasonal 
demand will focus increased at- 
tention on home buying By that 
time, we also hope a build-up in 
funds available for mortgage loans 
will cause interest rates to begin 
edging down. 

"The demand for housing 
remains very high and, once the 
shock of the interest rate increases 
has been overcome, prospective 
buyers will begin to examine their 
options,” he added “Some will 
discover that the income tax 
deduction for interest paid plus the 
build up of equity still makes a 
home an attractive investment 
despite the high rates 

“Others will turn to the lower 
rate FHA and VA loans or try to 
buy through a land contract, which 
also offers a more favorable rate.” 

Cole said there still are some 
homes being marketed with lower 
rate existing mortgages that can he 
assumed. Competition for si h 
homes will be strong and their 
market value will remain high, he 
said.

The Box Store, a discount retail 
grocery operation on Merriman 
Road iusf north of Ann Arbor Trail, 
claims that it can cut consumer food 
hills by 10 to to percent 
A stroll through the store verifies 
that the prices of canned and boxed 
goods nt the 'no frills’* store 
generally are lx* low prices listed at a 
sampling «»t oth- > supermarkets in 
the city with one notable ex- 
ception 

The Great Scott’ Supermarket 
across the street from The Box Store 
has jumped into competition with 
the neighboring store with both feet, 
creating something of a price w ar in 
that area 

The benefactors obviously are the 
consumers who shop at either or 
both stores 

The discount retail outlet was 
opened about six weeks ago by The , 
Box Store. Inc , 3S the corporation’s 
pilot enterprise in an expected series 
of box stores in the metropolitan 
Detroit area. President of the firm is 
Tom Thompson, who said he for- 
merly w orked as a vice-president for 
Borman s Inc., operator of Farmer 
Jack Supermarket, and has been in 
the supermarket business for 18 
years 

The philosphy of the box store is to 
eliminate the frills in the store and 
with money saved, price items lower 
than conventional supermarkets 
The store has little ornamentation or 
promotional displays, the food items 
are arranged in the shipping boxes 
on the shelves There is a limited 
assortment, no meats or produce. 
Shoppers must bring their own bags 
or boxes to package their purchases 
at the two checkout “counters” that 
are little more than two cashiers 
behind registers. 

There reportedly are more than 
400 such stores throughout the 
country, and is is expected that the 
merchandising concept will become 
more and more popular 
They accept no coupons, or 
checks. Cash and food stamps are 
the only acceptable payment. And 
shopping hours are limited to save 
costs. 

Hours at the Westland store 
beginning this week will be Monday 
through Thursday 10 a m. until 7 
p.m., Friday 10 a m. until 8 p.m., 
and Saturday 9 a.m. until 6 p.m. No 
Sunday hours 

By cutting the overhead costs, the 
savings is passed on the customers. 
Thompson said 

“Inflation is with us, and people 
simply have to save on their food 
bills,” he said “1 think people are 
interested in what we are offering, 
which is an alternative. 

“I believe we’re going to catch 
on.” 

Admittedly, business has been a 
bit slow- so far, as Thompson waits 
for the concept to catch on, and for 
people to hear about the store. 

Thompson admits that The Box 
Store is not “one-stop shopping.” 
But he recommends that customers 
stock up on staples from his store, 
not only brand names, but high 
quality regional brand food at even 
lower prices. Then the shopper will 
have to go to a supermarket or meat 
market for meats, fresh fruit, and 
vegetables and frozen food. 

A hand-made sign in the store tells 
shoppers: “This is not one-stop 
shopping, but the savings of 10 to 30 
percent makes two trips worth your 
while.” 

Thompson believes there is a 
place for “alternative” stores such 
as his. just as there is a place for 
supermarkets, which offer the ex- 
panded hours, more variety of foods 
and such. 

The Great Scott Supermarket 
across the street, however, ap- 
parently doesn’t feel there is a place 
for The Box Store. 




A pric e check on about a dozen 
foods showed that the Great Scott 
store has matched the lower Box 
Store prices in an apparent attempt 
lo keep its customers from being 
lured away. 

A Great Scott pricing executive 
verified the obvious move, saying 
\\ * > not p ong to sit back and let 
then i take our business away 
li is usual corporate practice to 
maintain pretty much the same 
prices at all stores in a city, but in 
this case, that practice was 
suspended to deal with the new* 
competitor, he added. 

The advertising at the store makes 
no bones about the reason for its 
reduced prices. Bright orange 
stickers dot the store, calling the 
shopprs’ attention to specific name- 
bland prices The stickers state 
‘For full service and full variety 
at box store prices. Why shop 
anywhere else’’” 

And it is open 24 hours a day. 
Meanwhile, a Great Scott store at. 
Wayne and Cherry Hill roads, also in 
Westland, has consistently higher 
prices on the items checked at 
random against The Box Store and 
other Great Scott store. The dif- 
ference averaged to be about 12 
percent, between 4 and 27 percent on 
the items checked 

Similarly, prices at Farmer Jack 
store in Westland averaged>put to be 
ncvrly B percent higher than The 
Box Store prices on the items 
checked, and at an A & P store 
averaged out to be 12 percent higher 
Neither the second Great Scott 
Store, nor the Farmer Jack nor the 
A & P have a Box Store to offer them 
direct competition as in the case at 
Ann Arbor Trail and Merriman 


None ol the other three has another 
grocery store, period, within 
walking distance of it 

Reporters only priced a small 
sampling of items, but the trend in 
lower prices at The Box Store 
seemed consistent, a few cents on 
^me items, as high as ~5 cents on 


others 

The Great Scott executive said 
that as a matter of course, prices at 
the stores are reviewed at least 
weekly, taking into account the cost 
ol the food <to the supermarket 
chain) and the competition in the 
area He said he couldn’t predict 
future prices.

The Edgewood 
Chenille Company, a 
clothing manufacturer 
in Tunnel Hill, Ga., is 
recalling thousands of 
highly flammable 
women’s garments, the 
U S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission has 
announced 

The garments include 
women’s bathrobes, 
jackets, shorts and tube 
tops All are made of 
100 percent cotton 
chenille, a soft, 
unribbed fabric with a 
high, fuzzy nap 

Since December 1978, 
three women have been 
burned when their 
bathrobes caught on 
fire. One of the women 
was seriously injured 
with second and third- 
degree burns, which 
covered 25 percent of 
her body 

In CPSC laboratory 
tests of the garments 
conducted since June 
1979 , 7 of 10 garments 
failed to pass the federal 
flammability standard 
for adult wearing ap- 
parel 

The garments have 
been sold nationwide 
since 1975 under the 
“Edgewood” and 
“Wrappers” labels in 
department stores and 
ladies’ apparel stores. 

The bathrobes are 
floor-length and long- 
sleeved, and wrap in 
front T£ey have sold at 
retail prices ranging 
from $35 to $60 


The jackets are waist- 
length and long-sleeved. 
Some are fashioned as 
“fitted blazers” with 
notched collars and 
padded shoulders, and 
others as pullovers with 
hoods and elastic 
waistbands. They have 
sold for approximately 
$30 to $35 

The boxer-style shorts 
also have elastic 
waistbands, and have 
sold from $12 to $15. 

The tube tops are fully 
elasticized. strapless 


garments, which have 
retailed from $10 to $12. 

Women who own these 
garments should return 
them to their retailers to 
receive free 
replacement apparel 
which complies with the 
flammability standard.

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The gift of life' 

Blood is 'in the bank' for everyone

You don’t have to belong to any 
group in order to get blood at a 
hospital from the American Red 
Cross, the agency that supplies 
Wood to all hospitals in southeastern 
Michigan 

There is no “bank” that you must 
donate to so that you can get blood. 

The only criteria for getting blood 
is that you need it. And the only 
“reward” for giving blood is that 
you’re doing your bit for the com- 
munity blood coverage from which 
you or a loved one may some day 
need to draw 

Gone is the old system of giving 
Wood through a group to get 
"credit” toward some future time 
when you might need blood, ac- 
cording to Gus Rissman. director of 
blood donor resources for the 
^Southeastern Michigan Regional 
Blood Center of the American Red 
Cross. 

‘Community coverage is based on 
the principal that blood should be 
available to all members of the 
community who need it. regardless 
of their membership in a plan’ or 
past donor history,” Rissman ex- 
plained. 

“The concept removes the burden 
of replacing blood from the user or 
his (her) family to the community at 
large.” 

Although churches, employee 
groups and clubs still sponsor blood 
drives, and the amount donated is 
noted and appreciated by the Red 
CYoss, it does not mean that those 
people have any more access to 
blood than anyone else. 

Blood drives organized in this 
way, where mobile units of the 
American Red Cross go out and visit 
a site in the community, are still 
very much encouraged, however, as 
an important recruitment tool to 
collect the 1,000 pints of blood 
needed daily in this area to supply 
southeastern Michigan hospitals. 

"At one point, you had to be a 
member of a group to get blood, or 
else you were charged a 
nonreplacement fee by the 
hospital,” Rissman said. ”Thi^ 
system was discontinued July 1. 
1978, although even then many 
hospitals did not charge the 


replacement fee.” 

In essence, then, no one is 
"charged” for blood 

But, Rissman added, there are 
processing fees that are attached to 
blood at two points 

First of all, the Red Cross charges 
hospitals it supplies with a 
processing fee The charge varies 
according to "the product” as 
Rissman called it (whether it be 
whole blood, platelets, red blood 
cells or other components). 

The processing fee for a pint of 
fresh, w hole blood is $29.50, he said. 
The money collected from this fee 
pays for the paid staff who take 
blood (registered nurses), equip- 
ment and materials used at blood 
donor centers, shipping, storing and 
preparing of blood, and breaking it 
down into components. 

The hospital will then charge its 
administration fee. an amount that 
varies with each hospital and is not 
under the control of the Red Cross., 

According to the hospital ad- 
ministrator at Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne, the standard fee for blood 
processing there is $40 per pint, in 
addition to the processing fee 
charged by the Red Cross 

That figure covers costs of han- 
dling, storage, equipment used in 
handling the transfusion, nursing 
time, record keeping, quality control 
and matching of blood types 

A spokesperson for Wayne County 
General Hospital said that 
processing costs there are broken 
down into different categories. 
Typing of the blood costs $21, cross 
matching to check compatibility is 
$10. transfusion service charge is $30 
and blood processing is $7 

The charge is broken down 
because many times only part of the 
work is done. Blood may be typed 
and cross-checked and put on 
“stand-by” for an operation, but 
never used, so the patient would be 
charged only for the first two steps, 
and not for transfusion. 

Both spokesmen pointed out that 
handling of blood involves many 
steps, and cross checking of blood to 
insure compatibility is crucial, 
going beyond simply checking that 
the donated blood is the same type. 

Both the Red Cross processing fee 


Report your benefits 


People who get both worker’s 
compensation payments and Social 
Security disability benefits should 
remember to report any changes in 
their compensation payments to the 
Social Security Administration. 

A change in a person s worker’s 
compensation payment means his or 
her Social Security disability benefit 
should also be changed. If the 
compensation payment decreases, 
for example, the person's Social 
Security disability benefit probably 
should be increased. Conversely, if 
the compensation increases, the 
benefit should be reduced. 

By promptly reporting changes in 
worker’s compensation payments, a 
person will avoid missing out on 
Social Security benefits he or she is 
entitled to, or having to pay back 
benefits he or she shouldn’t have 
received. A prompt report will 
ensure that the person gets the 
correct Social Security disability 
benefit. 

Under the law, a person’s com- 
bined worker’s compensation 
payment and Social Security 
disability benefit cannot exceed 80 
percent ol his or her highest monthly 
wage before he or she became 
disabled. 

To meet this limitation, a person’s 


Social Security disability benefit is 
adjusted whenever the individual’s 
compensation payment changes. 

Any part of the compensation 
payment which is withheld to pay 
medical or legal expenses is not 
considered in figuring the amount of 
the offset in Social Security benefits. 

When a person reaches age 62, his 
or her Social Security disability 
benefit is no longer offset by the 
compensation payment. This is 
because age 62 is considered 
retirement age for Social Security 
purposes and, at that time, disability 
benefits technically become 
retirement benefits, which are not 
affected by worker’s compensation 
payments. This administrative 
change takes place automatically 
and is indiscernible to the 
beneficiary. Social Security 
retirement benefits can be reduced 
only if a person works and earns 
more than the annual exempt 
amount, or gets a government 
retirement pension. 

People with questions about how 
their worker’s compensation 
payments affect their Social 
Security disability benefits should 
get in touch with any Social Security 
office.

and hospital fee are passed on to the 
patient, and they are usually totally 
reimbursable by major health in- 
surance companies. 

Whole blood can be stored for only 
21 days, so the nine blood donor 
centers and nine mobile units are 
busy collecting blood all the time. It 
is needed every day of the year, and 
collected every day Rissman noted 
that platelets, a component of blood, 
last only 72 hours w hen taken from 
the whole blood, so constant 
collection is essential. 

That is why every so often you’ll 
hear a plea for blood through the 
media, when donations slack off or 
dry up, for instance, during the 
holidays. 

Often, Type O blood is requested, 
since it is the most common Out of 
100 persons, 39 will have O positive, 
and seven will have O negative. 
Thirty-four will have A positive and 

six will have A negative. Eight and a 
half will have B positive and one and 
a half B negative. Blood type AB is 
the least common, with three and a 
half percent of the population having 
AB positive and less than one per- 
cent AB negative. 

Donors usually must call to 
make an appointment to give blood, 
a process that takes about an hour. 

There are the "regulars” who 
donate twice or more a year (you’re 
eligible to give every eight weeks), 
the much needed donations from 
blood drives, and each year about 20 
percent of donators are first timers, 
Rissman said 

And from them, 245,000 pints must 
come each year. 

As a rule, you don’t donate "for” 
someone in particular, if, for in- 
stance, they are in the hospital 
awaiting surgery. 

The exception is when a person is 
going to have open heart surgery, 
for which up to 30 pints of blood is 
needed This is an extraordinary 
draw' on the regular blood supply. 

The Red Cross keeps a file of 
persons who have donated, and their 
type. In the case of open heart 
surgery, persons with the ap- 
propriate blood type are called and 
asked if they would be willing to 
donate for that specific operation. 

Other than that the incentive to 
give resembles a "do unto others, 
etc.” philosophy. 

If everyone gives, they ’ll be some 
there when YOU need it, too.

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Living with inflation 


(Fourth in a series of five articles) 

In these inflationary times would 
it pay us to rent things we need 
rather than buying them at sky-high 
prices? 

If so, there are places where you 
can rent, at daily rates, or on lease 
for a month or more, boats, clothes, 
recreational vehicles, power tools, 
sports equipment, musical in- 
struments, cameras, TV sets — just 
about anything you can name is 
available somewhere Railroads 
even rent freight cars, and airlines 
some of the planes they use 

But aren’t rental rates inflated 
also, thus nullifying the advantages 
of renting? What must the ratio of 
rental fee to purchase price be to 
make one preferable to the 
other?Certified Public Accountants, 
who regularly help business clients 
make such buy-lease-or-rent 
decisions, follow a line of reasoning 
that might help families, too, arrive 
at sound decisions in this area. 

According to The Michigan 
Association of CPAs, the first step is 
to determine the relative costs of the 
three alternatives in terms of what 
each method will cost per day (or 
other unit) of expected usage. If an 
item will be used only one day per 
year, for example, obviously the 
daily rental is the best bet. If it’s to 
be used every day of the year, 
purchasing the item is the only 
answer. But what do you decide 
when usage is likely to fall 
somewhere in between? 

A CPA spokesman cites the 
hypothetical example of an electric 
typewriter that costs $900, let’s say, 
rents for $7.50 a day, and can be 
leased for $50 a month. To determine 
the full cost of ownership it is 
necessary to add to the $900 pur- 
chase price the interest expense — 


either interest paid on borrowed 
money or interest income lost — plus 
such other costs as insurance and 
maintenance, all of which might 
bring the total close to $1,200. 

Amortized over a life expectancy 
of eight years, ownership cost is a 
modest $150 a year, or $12.50 a 
month, but it must be remembered 
that this cost would be incurred for 
the full eight years, regardless of 
how much the machine is used. 

If you use the typewriter no more 
than six days a year, therefore, your 
costs will be $45 for daily rentals, 
which is less than either alternative. 

If you use it more than six days, 
but all within one month, the $50 
monthly rate is the best deal. 

If usage falls in different months, 
the daily rate remains preferable 
until usage reaches 21 days a year, 
when ownership becomes 
preferable. 

If you lease by the month for more 
than three months per year, 
ownership is a better bet. 

The CPAs emphasize that the 
dollars-and-cent alternatives must 
be considered anew in each in- 
stance; there is no universal rule of 
thumb that can be applied in every 
case. 

“People also have considerations 
other than cost in making buy-lease- 
or-rent decisions,” the Michigan 
CPAs warn. “There’s the matter of 
pride of ownership, love of con- 
venience, or the desire to have a new 
model each year with all the latest 
improvements, and then there’s that 
very important element, taxes. 

“If the product is to be used in 
one’s business or as an investment, 
the tax considerations can override 
all the others,” the CPAs advise.

Uncle Sam plugs 
SEMTA ridership 


Uncle Sam has been telling us for 
quite some time of the need to 
protect our environment and con- 
serve energy— that saving gas by 
riding public transportation is a 
good idea. 

Now- the Southeastern Michigan 
Transportation Authority (SEMTA), 
is helping Uncle Sam encourage off- 
peak and weekend transit riding in a 
big way by using the familiar James 
Montgomery Flagg “Uncle Sam” 
recruiting poster to beckon 
motorists aboard. 

“‘Our ridership has increased 24.5 
percent during the first nine months 
of this year and continues to grow. 
The increases, however, have been 
concentrated during the peak hours 
between 7 a m. and 9 a m. and 3 p.m. 
and 6 p.m.,” said SEMTA General 
Manager Larry E. Salci. “We 
would like to encourage more riders 
to use our service during off-peak 
hours and on weekends,” he added. 

To encourage additional ridership, 
SEMTA is offering a special “Buck 


Passer Weekend.” For $1, a 
passenger can travel an unlimited 
number of times during the weekend 
the pass is purchased. The 
passenger simply gets a pass from 
the driver on the first ride and 
deposits a $1. The pass entitles the 
passenger to ride SEMTA for one 
weekend as much as he likes, 
wherever he likes in the Detroit 
metropolitan area. The pass also 
can be passed on to a friend or 
relative. 

“The timely displays were created 
by Metro Transit Advertising 
(MTA) as a dramatic way to urge 
use of public transit for conserving 
fuel,” said Salci. “The 35-square foot 
vinyl poster is installed on the sides 
of our buses directly over fluting and 
rivets, giving the appearance of a 
painted mural,” he explained. 

“Join those who have already 
heeded Uncle Sam, and get aboard,” 
Salci encouraged southeastern 
Michigan residents. “After all, the 
gas you save may be your own!” 


Ford's Pulaski 


naming nears 


A 2-year effort by Congressman 
William D Ford (D-15th District) 
will achieve partial success this 
week when the Postal Service 
issues a postal card honoring 
General Casimir Pulaski 

The card w r ill be issued at 
Savannah, Ga , Thursday <Oct. 11), 
during re-enactment of the Battle 
of Savannah in 1779, where Pulaski 
was fatally wounded 

General Pulaski, a native of 
Poland, came to the United States 
in the early years of the 
Revolutionary War. and was 
commissioned in the American 
Army on the recommendation of 
Benjamin Franklin He became one 
of George Washington’s most 
trusted commanders 

Congressman Ford and others 
first introduced legislation two 


years ago asking the Postal Service 
to issue a General Pulaski com- 
memorative stamp Similar 
legislation was offered again this 
year by Congressman Ford 

The Postal Service responded 
last March by agreeing to issue the 
Pulaski Postal Card on the 200th 
anniversary of his last battle 

Congressman Ford said he and 
other co-sponsors intend to press 
their fight for a full fledged com- 
memorative stamp, pointing out 
that General Pulaski is one of the 
few great Revolutionary heroes 
who has not been honored with a 
stamp 

“In the meantime, I am im 
mensely pleased that this great 
Polish-American hero is being 
honored with a commemorative 
postal card,” Congressman Ford 
said

Florence, at the time of Kirk’s 
birth, underwent a hysterectomy 
i removal of the uterus) to prevent 
her from bearing children 
“I’m very happy with the way 
things turned out But no more,” she 
said. 

Gathered in the family room at 
their Wayne residence, the Rickel 
family must refer to a hand written 
list of scribbled names, dates and 
ages to refresh their memories as to 
how many children they have The 
list comes in handy when trying to 
recall how' many grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren they have 
"Don’t help him Let him do it 
himself,” said Florence who hushed 
her daughter Bonnie, 16, who was 
attempting to assist her father in 
listing his grandchildren 
After lengthy debate and family 
discussion it was agreed: from Karl 
and Florence’s combined marriages 
they have 18 children, one who died 
in an auto accident in 1961 They 
have 34 grandchildren and 12 great- 
grandchildren 

‘But don't ask me to name them, 
cause I can’t But I keep them 
happy enough.” said the smiling, 
self-described family man He then 
proceeded to play “The Bear Went 
Over The Mountain” on his rustic 
looking harmonica, stopping only 
longer enough to answer questions 
Karl is a retired federal security 
officer, having worked at the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, when it was at 
the Romulus Air Base for 17 years. 
He also is a World War I veteran. 


While some may contend that Karl 
is too old to properly care for a child 
of 8. he argues to the contrary 
“I know a^lot of people with big 
wages who do not and could not raise 
a kid half as well as I’ve raised 
mine.” Karl said “I love kids And 
mine have never gone without what 
they needed ” 

Bonnie attests to that 
"Some of the kids at school think 
he’s (Karl) my grandpa I tell them 
he's my dad, but they don’t believe 
me and they laugh.” Bonnie said 
"But 1 don’t care because I think 
they’re (her peers > stupid because 
he’s a good dad ” 

Karl and Florence have some 
tried and true disciplinary stratgies 


to keep their large lot in line, such as 
warning and implementing the 
longstanding policy of no food or 
television if daily chores are not 
completed 

"1 respect my mom and dad 
They're good to us.” said Bonnie 

What about those stares in 
disbelief, like when Florence and 
Karl enrolled Kirk in the Cub 
Scouts 0 

"People looked at us They 
couldn't believe we were Kirk’s 
mom and dad.” Florence said "1 
think it’s funny just to watch those 
people get all worked up ’ 

But you know there’s no secret to 
it 


Triple tier family 


"That certainly tops ours,” said 
Robert Graham, assistant director 
of Wayne State University’s 
Gerontology department 

Graham was referring to Wayne 
residents Florence and Karl Rickel 
who gave birth to a child when 
Karl was 77 years old, and 
Florence w'as 44 

"We have a man who is 77 who 
has a 4-year-old. But they (the 
Rickels) beat what we have on 
record,” Graham said 

Graham said the Rickel family is 
a prime example of a "triple tier 
family,” a three-generation im- 
mediate family 

Kirk, the Rickel s youngest child 
may be unique to his parents, but 
his situation is not There are 
thousands of children just like him 
— born into the middle age of their 
mothers and fathers who are the 
children of "older’’ parents. 
Graham said 

They may have arrived after 
their brothers and sisters were 


grown, as did Kirk, or maybe their 
parents married late 

Whatever the reason, these 
children are being raised by 
parents nearly two generations 
older than themselves — mothers 
and fathers who remember piling 
into the rumble seats and dancing 
the lindy hop 

Kirk’s father Karl was born in 
1894 Kirk, at age 8. is young 
enough to be Karl’s great grand 
son. Graham noted 

But that isn t necessarily bad 
Some people may believe parents 
that old are denying their children 
a normal childhood but that’s not 
so." Graham said "If there are 
brothers or stepbrothers around 
who can give the boy the com- 
panionship he needs and requires 
that the father may not be able to 
give, then things can work out quite 
well ”

Daniels received strong letters from 
James L Kelley, executive director 
of Michigan Teamsters Council 43 D- 
R-I-V-E, telling them to stop using 
the Teamsters’ patented seal on 
their political literature 
In letters w r ritten to the Committee 
to elect Ernest Hendricks and the 
Committee to retain the Daniels 
Team. Kelley wrote: “We are in 
receipt of certain material 
authorized and paid for by your 
committee This material has on 
the bottom of the sheet the patented 
seal of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters 
“The use of this patented seal 
without specific authorization from 
the General President of the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Team- 
sters is a violation of the Federal 
Patent Laws.” 

Kelley further said that unless the 
two committees could furnish 
written authorization to use the 
patented seal, his union w'ould take 
“whatever action we deem ap- 
propriate.” 

He concluded by stating: “We 
believe you have slandered our 
organization by the use of the seal, 
which indicates we, as an 
organization, are supporting your 
candidate 

“We have not and will not endorse 
your candidate We also believe your 
action could be against the Fair 
Campaign Law and could result in 
your candidate being disqualified 
for office, if elected.” 

Hendricks and Daniels strongly 
denied any intent of wrong-doing or 
to imply they were endorsed by the 
Teamsters Union Hendricks ex- 
plained that he had the political 
literature printed by the J.L. Hudson 
Print Shop, which he says is a 
Teamster Union shop. 

Hendricks, who is employed by 
the J L. Hudson Company, said he is 
philosophically committed to 
unions. 

“Apparently someone in his zeal 
to discredit me, decided to proceed 
on this matter without obtaining the 
facts.” Hendricks said. “Had they 
bothered to do so, they would have 
found that everything is perfectly 
legitimate. I intend to keep using my 
company’s facilities, which pays my 
bread and butter, over any other 
firm.” 

Hendricks said the J.L. Hudson 
print shop does a lot of printing for 


outside firms and individuals. 

“It’s a big source of revenue for 
them. I insisted when I ordered the 
printing done that 1 pay full price, 
that there be no question about it It 
will appear on my finance report 
Anyone is welcome to check it out ” 

Hendricks specifically requested 
that the “union bug” be put on his 
political literature. A “union bug” is 
an oval-shaped insignia of a par 
ticular union, with a number and 
city printed on it, showing the work 
is done by union workers 

Hendricks said the J. L Hudson 
Print Shop, to his knowledge, put 
their Teamsters bug on the 
back of his literature and on the one 
piece of literature he had printed for 
the Daniels’ team 

Daniels, a candidate for mayor 
running on a slate with all six in- 
cumbent councilmen, also said there 
was no intent to mislead anyone 

“Mr Hendricks, who is part of our 
team, had the printing done, and our 
conscience is clear. We have done 
nothing wrong at all and were 
simplifying using union printing, 
which we as Democrats always do ” 

Daniels and Hendricks, who are on 
the same slate, both said they felt it 
was an attempt by an opponent to 
try and stir up a phony issue. 

They were referring to mayoral 
candidate Edward Bivens Jr., who 
denied precipatating the incident. 

“A concerned citizen saw the 
Teamsters logo on their literature 
and brought it to my attention and 
asked me to do something about it.” 
Bivens said He said only after he 
was approached did he take the 
matter to the Teamsters Union. 

Billy Mendenall, business 
representative for Teamsters Local 
214, law enforcement division, said 
that the wrong logo had been put on 
the literature of Hendricks and 
Daniels. 

“As far as I know, and I’ve done 
some checking into it, no one is 
allowed to use the Teamsters In- 
ternational logo without permission 

of the Teamsters International 
Union in Washington, D C.,” Men- 
denall said. 

“The Teamsters Union is not 
endorsing nor backing any can- 
didate in either the primary or 
general election in Inkster at this 
time. The main intention of the letter 
(Kelley’s letter) was to stop the 


candidates from using the Team- 
sters' logo, which infers Teamster 
support or endorsement,” Men- 
denall added “If they continued to 
use it, we would probably have to 
take some stronger action ” 
Mendenall said that the Team- 
sters logo as used on the printed 
literature of Hendricks and Daniels 
was not the regular Teamsters Union 
bug 


Hendricks said his repeated at- 
tempts to reach Kelley have proved 
fruitless and he has not been able to 
discuss it with him 

However, he said he talked with 
the Teamsters office and explained 
that J L. Hudson Print Shop was a 
Teamster union shop and that they 
put the symbol on the back of the 
literature

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Buying a home in condominium complex?

Mr. H. called the Consumers 
Council Guideline when he and his 
family were seriously considering 
buying a home in a condominium 
complex But before signing the 
papers and putting a deposit down, 
he wanted to know exactly what he 
could expect. 

The consumer counselor ex- 
plained that a condominium is a 
form of ownership, not a type of 
structure. 

While individual residents own 
their own units, all of the residents 
own the parts of the complex which 
are used by all. Each resident is a 
member of the condominium 
association. This association 
maintains the joint facilities, sets 
the rules for the complex and 
charges members a monthly 
assessment fee to maintain the 
grounds. This fee may go up as 
expenses increase. 

There are advantages to the 
condominium life style. 


The freedom from exterior 
maintenance which most con- 
dominiums offer may be appealing 
to homeowners who are tired of 
mowing lawns or shoveling snow 
Some condominiums offer pools, 
tennis courts, community houses 
and golf courses— features w r hich 
few residents could afford in- 
dividually. In addition to these 
benefits, mortgage interest and 
property taxes may be deducted 
from income taxes, making con- 
dominium ownership more finan- 
cially attractive than renting 

It should be noted, however, that 
the resale value of condominiums 
has not increased as rapidly as the 
value of a single-family home. In 
addition. Changing Times magazine 
has pointed out that many con- 
dominium associations have rules— 
such as restricting the type of pets or 
hobbies residents may have— which 
may make the condominium more 
complicated to sell than an in- 
dividual home. 

Although the popularity of con- 
dominiums increases each year, 
anyone considering the purchase of 
one should do some homework to 


avoid possible pitfalls. 

For example, residents of one 
Michigan condominium complex 
experienced many problems within 
the first year after they moved into 
their homes. Basement walls 
cracked, garage doors separated 
from brickwork, loose siding pulled 
away from buildings, and trees and 
shrubs were dead, missing or never 
planted 

To help avoid these types of 
problems, get information on the 
developer's past business record by 
checking with a local consumer 
group or Better Business Bureau. 
You may also w r ant to check w ith the 
Attorney General's Consumer 
Protection Division, 525 W. Ottawa, 
Lansing, MI 48913 or the Michigan 
Department of Commerce, Con- 
dominium and Living Care Section, 
P.O. Box 30222, Lansing, MI 48909. 
Both agencies can report whether 
there are any complaints filed 
against the developer in their of- 
fices. 

If recreational facilities are 
proposed for the future, ask w'hen 
they will be completed and make 
sure this date is included in the 


purchase agreement Remember, 
oral promises are seldom binding 

Check with the developer about 
the size of the completed project A 
large increase in the number of units 
may mean an increase in the 
recreational facilities and common 
elements of property— and an in 
crease in the assessment you must 
pay. 

Be sure you know what is covered 
by the builder s warranty and the 
length of coverage If there are 
completed condominiums in the 
project, talk with the occupants 
about experiences concerning their 
unit and the operation of the project 
as a whole. 

Find out whether the developer is 
permitted to rent any unsold units. A 
unit may be worth less if unsold 
condominiums become rental 
apartments 

Once the decision has been made 
to purchase one of the units in a 
development, an agreement-to-buy 
contract is signed and a down 
payment is made. Make sure the 
contract states a completion date. 


When the actual unit is ready, make 
a physical inspection and list all 
changes or discrepancies Before 
you close, get the developer’s 
written promise to handle any 
problems within a specific time. 

Check the insurance coverage 
carried by the condominium 
association to determine what kind 
of coverage you'll need for your own 
homeowmer's insurance policy. 
Usually, you’ll need insurance on 
everything except the bare walls, 
floors and ceilings 
Study every document related to 
the purchase of a condominium 
carefully before you sign. It may 
also be a good idea to have a 
qualified attorney look over the 
contract. Ask for a clear explanation 
of everything you don’t understand 
Be sure you know' your rights and 
responsibilities under the Michigan 
Condominium Law. An attorney 
should be able to explain the 
protection this law offers con- 
sumers. Any questions about the law 
could also be directed to the Con- 
dominium and Living Care Section

While it is possible that some may have read that article and 
incorrectly concluded that the entire board had acted in concert 
tokeep information from the public, our story did not report that, 
and did not intend to imply that. 

; We naturally regret that the board feels we may have 
j jeopardized its credibility. But is should be remembered that the 
Enterprise did not make the story. We only reported it.

Legislative round-up 79

WHO MAKES THE LAWS? 

In 1973 the Legislature increased the personal 
income tax exemption to $1500; they also in- 
stituted the homestead property tax credit 
giving special consideration to senior citizens, 
veterans, and handicappers. 

With a few minor changes the law reads now as 
it did then But in terms of 1974 dollars, the $1500 
exemption is worth about $1020, the lowest in- 
come level for senior citizens. $3000, is now- worth 
about $2040 

The Legislature wrote the law but inflation has 
made the law 

The Legisalature wanted to reduce taxes 
particularly for the poor, the elderly, and those 
with large families. Inflation has increased 
taxes, particularly on the poor, the elderly, and 
those with large families. 

House Bill 4675 which is to be considered this 
week in the House Taxation Committee, indexes 
(adjusts dollar figures according to the present 
value of the dollar) the exemptions, credits and 
allowances offered in the income tax act This 
would not correct for previous erosion caused by 
inflation; but it would prevent further erosion. 

While it may be possible to convince a 
majority of the members that indexing is a good 
idea, the problem of financing the budget 
remains. Nonetheless, it would be unfair, 
inequitable and a cop-out to allow an “in- 
flationary tax”, disproportionately levied on 
fixed income and elderly, to balance the budget. 

CORRECTIONS 

The committee has spent a great deal of time 
working out a letter to go to the Corrections 
Commission on reinstating the JOLT (Juvenile 


(Xfenders Learn Truth) program at Jackson 
Prison. 

The commission suspended operation of this 
inmate-run program based on a report which 
showed it did not appear to affect recidivism. 
The letter will call for reinstatement w ith a panel 
suggested to work out program modifications 
and a new evaluation 

Next w'eek the committee has Rep. Binsfeld’s 
House Bills 4208, 4209 and 4210 on the agenda. 

While the bills are supported by the Depart- 
ment of Corrections and are designed to help 
with security in the prisons, I doubt they will be 
reported. House Bill 4223 on family visitation has 
been favorably received in public hearings and 
will probably be reported but the question is 
where the money to institute this program is to 
come from It is, therefore, likely to go to Ap- 
propriations. 

The Committee, in the context of this bill, may 
well get into other issues surrounding visitation 
in the prisons House Bill 4530, which extends the 
detainer statute to probation and parole 
violations, is also on the agenda and appears to 
be headed for the floor 

JUVENILE CODE 

The committee has been holding two more 
hearings on Rep Clodfelter’s Juvenile Code 

October 5 in Cheboygan and October 15 in 
Kalamazoo I expect the bill will appear on the 
committee agenda shortly, since it is a priority 
item of the Governor and is a project on which 
Co-chairman Clodfelter has spent a great deal of 
time. 

The question is how' long it will take to handle 
amendments and compromises. The co- 
chairmen seem to like to use subcommittees 


when a bill has problems, but this bill has been 
there before as well as through a long process 
involving and ad hoc committee of interest 
groups I expect Rep. Clodfelter w ill be reluctant 
to send it to a subcommittee again. It will be 
interesting to see what approach is finally taken. 

In addition, there are a lot of groups, including 
the probate judges’ association, which have not 
commented upon the bill The alternative bill 
drafted by several probate judges and in- 
troduced by Rep. Binsfeld (H.B 4959) will 
probably get committee consideration only in the 
context of an alternative to be cited by various 
people unless a lot of groups agree it is a better 
vehicle for reform 

FEBRUARY BAR EXAM REVISITED 

The deans of all the law schools, students and 
the Board of Law Examiners have been invited 
to a recently scheduled Judiciary Committee 
meeting for a “discussion concerning the 
Michigan bar examination”. There has been a 
great deal of discussion about the fairness, 
grading, standards, etc. of the February, 1979 
bar exam This is a result of a 43 percent failure 
rate on that exam Previously, the highest 
failure rate was 23.9 percent. The increase has 
been blamed by some of a decrease in the quality 
of the applicants. 

The results of the July, 1979 bar exam will 
probably not be available for at least another 
month What the purpose of this “discussion” is, 

I have not been able to discover. The board, by 
statute, has charge of investigation and 
examination of all persons who apply for ad- 
mission to the bar. The board is appointed by the 
Governor on nomination by the Supreme Court.

Common Cause 


'Roughshod over safeguards'

President. Common Cause 
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Will Congress untangle the government red 
tape which has often prevented completion of 
needed energy projects? If it does, will 
Congress ride roughshod over basic democratic 
safeguards? 

During October Congress will wrestle with 
these questions. At the root of it all is whether 
we can supply our energy needs without 
sacrificing democratic procedures, including 
participation by the citizens affected by energy 
policies Everyone agrees that this is a 
necessary goal; it’s in the specifics that we see 
the forces of American politics at work, in- 
cluding powerful vested interests. 

Congress is about to create an Energy 
Mobilization board <EMB) The unanswered 
question is, w r hat will the Board’s powers be? 
As originally proposed, it would accelerate 
development of new energy sources by placing 
certain energy projects on a regulatory “fast 
track.” What this means is that the EMB would 
have the power to designate certain non- 
nuclear priority projects, such as a pipeline, a 
solar tower or a dam, as critical to the nation’s 
energy goals For those projects the Board 
would establish a timetable for federal, state 
and local agencies to follow' in the approval 
process for a particular project. 

This all makes good sense. We should 


streamline the regulatory process for key 
energy projects by consolidating hearings, 
reducing paperwork, shortening deadlines 
That is the easy part. But then the vested in- 
terests move in. In the name of streamlining 
actions they maneuver to attack the basic 
processes that are designed to protect the 
public. We must guard against giving the EMB 
such broad authority that its power would 
endanger long established democratic 
safeguards. For example, the House Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Committee approved 
an Energy Mobilization Board which could 
w'aive substantive laws such as the Clean Air 
Act and other environmental and health 
legislation Such authority negates the concept 
of democratic responsibility if an unelected 
Board can overturn law's which Congress has 
passed. If it’s necessary to change or repeal a 
law in order -to meet the nation’s energy needs, 
our elected representatives should make the 
change through regular procedures and take 
responsibility for their actions. 

Can you imagine a powerful EMB making 
critical energy decisions that isn’t subject to 
basic accountability measures? Yet, some in 
Congress are proposing to exempt members of 
the Board from these safeguards Citizens must 
be assured that Board decisions have been 


made openly, fairly, and with the public in- 
terest — not private or special interest — 
paramount. The Board should be subject to the 
same open meetings, freedom of information, 
public financial disclosure, and conflict of 
interest standards that apply to all other 
government bodies The public has a right to be 
confident that a decision on a particular energy 
project is made for the benefit of the public — 
not for the interest of an energy company 
where one of the Board members was 
previously employed and eventually hopes to 
return The job of the Energy Mobilization 
Board is so important that it should operate 
under the strictest accountability standards. 

Will Congress strike the proper balance with 
the Energy Mobilization Board*’ If it does, it 
will ensure that energy projects, which our 
country needs to reduce our dependence on 
foreign oil, do not become victims of needless 
delays and red tape At the same time it will 
not cripple essential environmental standards,, 
or ignore the value of public participation in 
these decisions. 

A Board which rides roughshod over federal, 
state, and local laws would not be in the public 
interest. A process to expedite decisions on 
critical projects would lead to a more rational, 
effective energy policy.

Reader responds to Montgomery letter 


Editor: 

We are w riting this in response to 
the letter from Marilyn Montgomery 
printed in your paper, October 3. 
1979 and in defense of the closing of 
the “free launch” access site to the 
lake 

This property is owned by the 
State Highway Department, and 
was never meant to be a ramp for 
boats. The property was fenced 
years ago and when people started 
breaking in the gate, locks were put 
on 

These people who love” the lake 
broke the locks and knocked dow f n 
ihe fence and launched their boats 
anway Then a trench was dug 
across the property to keep the 
people out To set the record 
straight, we had nothing to do with 
the trench and do not know who 
dumped the concrete 

We do not understand how' anyone 
could be “appalled by the mess” 
because you can barely see the 
concrete The little hit dumped there 
to close the ramp can hardly be 
noticed The appalling “mess” is the 
trash left there by the boaters who 


"love” the lake. 

Since it is apparent that we are the 
"few” who have been so verbal 
about the closing, here are some of 
our reasons for wanting it closed: 

1. Since this site was opened — 
unattended, 24 hours a day to 
everyone, it gave an open invitation 
to strip, steal, or damage boats and 
property with an easy exit at any 
time of the day or night 
2 Residents who live on the point 
across from the dam have been 
inconvenienced by boats noisely 
going by their homes during all 
hours of the night 
3. The residents on Alden Drive 
often have trouble driving their 
boats into the “big lake” because of 
the boat traffic, either launching or 
waiting in the bay to exit This area 
is very narrow and is not conducive 
to this type of traffic. 

4 An increasing number of 
boaters who launched at this site, 
were adventuring into the cove area 
behind the residents on Alden Drive, 
with no respect or knowledge would 
drive their boats at such speed that 
they created large wakes which 


eroded their shoreline, and played 
havoc their boats tied to their docks 

5. Since this was an unattended 
site with no facilities, people left 
piles of rubbish and garbage 
everywhere Also some of these 
people even urinated wherever they 
could 

6 There were many trailers stolen 
at the unattended site and these 
thefts were reported in the Melius 
Newspaper in the downriver area, 
but not in our own local paper 

7. Who would be responsible if 
someone would get hurt at this 
unattended site? 

We have read at different times, of 
decisions to give a tax break to small 
businesses w'anting to move into the 
community. W r e have a small 
Ixisiness owner who the Township 
officials do not seem to care if 
succeeds or not.

poured to improve his property. He 
is there to stop someone too drunk to 
launch their boat (this does happen), 
this new- owner has even hired 
tow nship kids to pick-up trash along 
the road all the way down to the dam 
(way past his own property). Trash 
left there by fishermen who are 
taking advantage of the DNR 
stocking of our lake, but who have no 
respect for our community. 

This private marina charges the 
same for launching as the DNR 
charged.

Dear Carol: 

1 have a problem at work. I work in a small (7 person) department in a hospital of 
moderate size. By and large departmental tasks are handled suitably. Occasionally 
there is some friction or irritation. 

To handle these problems on a regular basis, hospital procedure requires monthly 
management — employee departmental meetings (sometimes administrators sit in on 
meetings). The departmental secretary takes notes; these minutes are then sent to 
higher level personnel managers. 

What is happening in my department is that we have 2 meetings — one to solve the 
problems and talk ‘’openly” as well as planning and rehearsing what is said at the second 
meeting — the official documented meeting. Our departmental manager wants us to be 
the "model” department. 

Needless to say this creates an adversay relationship between us and the rest of the 
management people, the ones we have to lie to and hoodwink. 

This seems dishonest to me. What do you suggest I do— if anything.

If the higher levels of management do consider that they are being lied to and 
“hoodwinked”, it would seem that they would ultimately put some controls on the 
manager who instituted this practice 

Although a rehearsal does seem like a massive waste of time and perhaps con- 
traindicated for good departmental communication, sometimes peoples desire for 
success makes them behave in strange ways. Perhaps you could discuss with >our 
supervisor your feelings of discomfort in the next “rehearsal” and suggest that real 
communication might better be accomplished through honesty and spontaneity.

Bureaucratic 


inconsistencies

F the United States 

taxpayers. But then we’re told the agency 
cannot be held responsible for what it does 
since employers are responsible for 
safety. OSHA wants it both ways, and its 
supporters defend it by claiming the safety 
problem would be much worse if OSHA did 
not exist. 

Oh really? OSHA — funded research 
attributes 75 percent of all accidents to 
"behavioral problems or momentary 
(nonpersistent) hazardous conditions.” 
That conclusion was confirmed by a 
California Department of Industrial 
Relations’ study which found 82 percent of 
all occupational accidents could never be 
prevented by governmental inspection. 

Also, how does one explain that during 
the 25-year period before OSHA’s creation 
in 1971 — when industry was handling 
safety and health concerns itself — the 
rate of serious injuries and fatalities 
steadily declined? Only after the creation 
of OSHA did this trend reverse and begin 
climbing. 

Business managers do and should care 
about protecting their employees. Many 
enjoy personal friendships. All know it is in 
their interest to avoid accidents that 
trigger costly workmen’s compensation 
and necessitate new hiring as far greater 
expense than preventive health and safety 
programs. But business must spend 
billions of dollars each year filling out 
regulatory forms in duplicate, triplicate 
and quadruplicate rather than investing in 
new and safer plants and equipment. 1 
believe it is no coincidence that the rise in 
accidents corresponds with a decline in 
investment. 

Safety dollars are a vitally important 
expenditure, so let’s stop throwing them 
away. Let’s stop giving a blank check to 
bureaucrats so preoccupied w r ith job 
preservation. Robert Ringer, author of 
Restoring the American Dream, sums it 
up well: ‘‘The regulatory game is a game 
of destruction. It is imperative that the 
bureaucratic regulators find problems, 
even if they do not exist. If problems were 
solved and new problems could not be 
found, they would be out of a job. The 
essence of governmental policy is: ‘You 
build a better mousetrap and we’ll build a 
bigger mouse’ ” 


People will argue endlessly about the 
federal government, but on one point more 
and more Americans now agree: Zealous 
bureaucrats seldom allow anything — and 
least of all logic — to dissuade them that 
they are right and they have a mission to 
save us from ourselves. It’s those 
Washington experts, for instance, who 
believe we should ban saccharin and 
legalize marijuana ... and who tell us the 
best way to reduce the federal deficit is to 
increase the deficit — by spending more 
money. 

Trying to keep track of all these in- 
consistencies will make your head spin 
unless you remember that self- 
preservation motivates much of what the 
bureaucracy does. And that is why many 
federal programs feature these three 
common elements: First, the program 
wastes large sums of taxpayers’ money; 
second, it seriously aggravates the very 
problem it was supposed to solve, and 
third, those running it either refuse to 
accept responsibility or answer in essence, 
"We have failed; let us continue.” 

As a specific example, look at OSHA, the 
Occupational Safety and Health Ad- 
ministration, established in 1971 to cut 
down on employee injuries and illnesses. 
We need only examine OSHA’s budget to 
see that we are right on track. The 
agency’s spending has shot up more than 
382 percent in the past seven years. This 
expansion has required industry to spend 
more than $25 billion in efforts to comply 
with the regulations. These added costs 
must ultimately be absorbed by con- 
sumers in the form of higher prices. 

Well, what about OSHA’s results? Has 
this massive regulatory effort at least 
translated into better protection for 
American workers? Sorry, but predictably 
the results have not been positive, nor even 
neutral; they have been negative. OSHA 
has not only failed to reduce serious in- 
juries and fatalities, but the number and 
severity of each have sharply increased in 
recent years. 

Without so much as a blush, OSHA has a 
ready defense for both its bloated budget 
and its empty record. First, we re told the 
agency's responsibility to protect workers 
logically entitles it to receive and spend 
huge annual budget increases funded by

Oh, how Coach Tom LaBeau and New Boston 
Huron’s Chiefs would like another crack at un- 
defeated Grosse lie. 

Turning on the defense when needed and putting 
ints on the scoreboard like they’ve never done 
fore, the Chiefs drubbed Airport 20-6 for their 
second big Huron Conference victory in as many 
weeks. Huron tarnished previously undefeated 
Carlson’s record two weeks ago.

What awaits the surging Chiefs is Flat Rock, a 2-3 
conference team that will attempt to cool the New 
Boston club Friday night. 

The victory over Airport equalled the number of 
wins Huron posted in 1978. The Chiefs can clinch at 
least a .500 season with a victory over Flat Rock. 

Huron scored in its first series of plays after the 
opening kickoff against Airport which couldn’t stop 
thecombined rushing efforts of Shawn Slayton, Bob 
Bokor and Bruce Smith. 

At the Airport 14-yard line, Slayton was given the 
nod by quarterback Dave Satneck and the run- 
ningback responded with the go-ahead touchdown. 

But the lead lasted less than a minute. 

After the ensuing kickoff, Dennis Adair pulled off 


a dazzling 73-yard touchdown run on the first play 
from scrimmage thanks to an option play. That 
tied the score at 6-all. 

The Chiefs erupted for 12 points in the second 
quarter and that proved to be the difference in the 
game 

Bokor scored from the six after a 70-yard 
sustained drive to put the Chiefs up 12-6 with 9:51 to 
go, and he lunged over the goal line from the one- 
yard line with 1 :01 left in the first half for the final 
touchdown. That capped a midfield drive. 

Satneck’s pass to Rocky Frasier accounted for the 
two point conversion after the third TD. 

Airport successfully controlled the ball most of 
the second half, however, it wasn’t able to 
capitalize. They never seriously threatened after 
the initial 12 minutes. 

"It was a strange game,” LaBeau said. "They 
had more first downs than we did( 14-13) but they 
had 70-minus yards passing. We didn’t have the ball 
a whole lot in the second half, so we couldn’t get 
anything going. Our line did a good job that first 
half, though.” 

Smith rushed for 93 yards in 15 carries and Bokor 
was close behind with 81 yards on 18 attempts, while 
one of the reasons why Airport had its problems in 
the air was the outstanding play of Frasier who was 
all over the secondary.

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potpourri 


With America’s favorite munchie, the apple, taking over the spotlight 
from the peach, blueberry, strawberry and other cousins who’ve 
already had their day-in-thesun, it’s time to think “apple cookery” 

With orchards offering lower prices to pick-your-own and even more 
of a discount for gathering up “drops”, every culinary engineer should 
be gearing her menus to the apple crop. 

And if you’ve never treated your family to homemade applesauce, 
now’s the time. Choose your favorite cooking apple. If you’re in doubt 
about a good one, ask the orchard personnel or contact the Wayne 
County Extension office nearest you. But do get busy with a batch for 
dinner tonight. 

I, myself, prefer the Cortland or Ida Red varieties, finding they cook 
up easily and produce a nice color. And, by accident, I learned it’s not 
necessary to stand over a burner, boiling and stirring the stuff, and 
getting arm burns ( from the popping liquid) as a result 
Scrub your apples well, quarter, core and slice (don’t peel) and place 
in a heavy kettle with perhaps a half cup of water to begin with. You can 
always add more (it's not too easy to siphon off excess liquid) and 
there’s nothing less appealing than watery applesauce! 

Bring to a boil, lower heat, cover and simmer until apples get soft. 
'Hien put through a foodmill or ricer and pour into individual sauce 
dishes or into plastic containers for freezing. You’ll note we added no 
sugar — faint necessary since it’s really tasty and delicious just as it is. 

If you ARE a sugar freak, you can always add your own when it’s eating 
time. 

Those of the old school will also be aware that we didn’t re-cook the 
apples once they were strained. The less cooking, the fresher tasting 
your results. And make LOTS of the stuff while you’re at it (and already 
in the mess) and freeze the excess to accompany future ham and pork 
meals. 

Fora quick dessert treat, ladle warm applesauce into sherbet glasses 
or any other pretty container, dust with a smidgeon of cinnamon and 
then top with a scoop of vanilla ice cream. Hm-m-m, no fuss and a meal 
capper we all enjoy at our house 

But — were we to take a vote for “the” favorite apple dish in our 
family delegation, it would unanimously be “Apple Dumplings.” 

There is nothing nicer I can do for my clan than to put together a batch 
of those truly marvelous (and picture pretty) dumplings. Every cook- 
boo k has a recipe, just check the index ; if you can’t find one, give me a 
call on Thursdays and I’ll help you. 

Incidentally, on the night you plan the A.D.’s as a finale, you’ll want to 
make dinner light and low caloried cuz there’s just nothing slimming or 
non-filling about the fruit’n pastry creation. I guarantee your kids, 
hubby and even the mother-in-law will think you’re a real super chef 
when you lay on those warm and yummy, sweet and cinnamony treats. 

If, perchance, you’re on the lookout for a delicious cake to serve at 
bridge club, take to a church bazaar or just have handy for coffee time, 
here’s one my friend, Louise Czajkowski, shared with me years ago — 
way back when we were having babies together. 

APPLE CAKE 

1 cup cooking oil I teaspoon salt 

2 cups sugar 1 teaspoon baking soda 

3 eggs l cup chopped nuts 

3 cups chopped apples 2 teaspoons vanilla 

3 cups flour 

Mix in order given and pour into a greased 9x12 pan Bake for 45-50 
minutes at 350 degrees. When cool, top with the following: ICING: 
Combine 4 cup oleo and 1 cup brown sugar over low heat until melted; 
stir and add 4 cup evaporated milk. Bring to boil and cook about 2 
minutes. Cool, add 1 teaspoon vanilla and spread over apple cake. 

If you prefer to eliminate the icing, whipped cream or ice cream is 
always a great substitute. 

Those who lean toward novels with a Washington-Capitol-of-the- 
Nation scenario might like to get down to the library or out and buy 
•The Whole Truth”. 

Written by JohnEhrlichman (yep, THAT John Ehrlichman), the book 
contains rather sensational revelations about the realities of 
presidential politics and what happens when loyalties and personal 
interests clash 

Centralizing this explosive novel (which I’ll bet didn’t add to J.E.’s 
popularity) is a series of fairly recognizable situations including an 
attempted coup in South America with a big American corporation and 
the CIA involved. 

Only an “insider” (ex, though he may be) could have written the 
behind-the-scenes activities of a senate investigating committee; the 
plush junkets afforded by big business and a dinner with intrigue for 
dessert aboard the presidential yacht. 

I found the book well written and one that held my interest all the way. 
The only criticism would be in its sudden and rapid wind-up. All at once 
the villain-hero is rescued by a personality who is never even mentioned 
until (it seems) Ehrlichman suddenly decides to bring things to a halt 
and writes in the new character. The ending leaves the reader rather 
deflated — probably because it stirs up doubts about the leadership in 
his country. 

Don’t know when it happened but whoever was responsible for 
removing that eyesore f rom the corner of Liberty and East Huron River 
Drive deserves a little recognition. 

How f resh, pretty and neat the a rea now looks — bet all you neighbors 
are especially enjoying the new view.

Anyone who’s seen “Gone With the Wind” (and who hasn’t?) can’t 
possibly forget the fluttery character, “Prissy”, played so perfectly by 
Butterfly McQueen. Well — we had occasion to catch Miss Me Q in 
‘•Showboat” last week *t the Powers Center. Would you believe that the 
68-year-old Butterfly (who was 25 when she panicked with Miz Scah-lit) 
STILL has the little girl voice that made her famous?

Greenfield Village 
and Henry Ford 
Museum will offer a full 
day of activities Oct. 21 
in celebration of their 
50th Anniversary and 
the 100th Anniversary 
of Edison's invention of 
incandescent light. 

“A Walk in Edison’s 
Footsteps" — that day 
only — is a self-guided 
tour which will lead 
visitors through several 
Edison- related 
buildings ending at his 
Menlo Park, N.J., 
Laboratory complex, 
where Edison per- 
fected his incandescent 
lamp. The century-old 
steam engine which 
powered the first 
residential electric 
lighting will be in 
operation in the Menlo 
Park Machine Shop. 

There will be free 
anniversary cake and 
punch in the Village 
Town Hall and a pot- 
pourri of special at- 
tractions, including a 
telegrapher operating in 
Smith’s Creek Station 
and special tin, pewter 
and wrought iron 
demonstrations.

Time to organize 


It is the smart bride-elect who 
organizes her time so that shopping 
lor a gown and all those other ap- 
pointments are kept during this very 
important time of her life, avoiding a 
nightmare of confusion. 

Its simpler to keep ahead of 
wedding planning, if you follow these 
steps 

(1) Keep track of your ap- 
pointments on a kitchen bulletin 
board that is divided into half hour 
increments like a daily desk 
calendar. Begin with breakfast, log 
the time you must leave the house 
and then fill in the time slots until 
dinner. 

(2) On that same calendar list vour 
departure times. Cross out the time 
you’ll be away from the house, but do 
have something listed for when you 
return, like a cup of coffee while you 
address some of your wedding in- 
vitations. 


(3) List all the telephone calls for 
the day, and instead of interrupting 
other work each time you think of 
someone, make them in groupings. If 
one line is busy, go onto the next call. 
Then check off completed calls and 
put uncompleted calls on the next 
days list. 

(4) Make a list of the day’s 
errands. Plan your stops 
systematically. If the florist is 
located between the photographer 
and the dressmaker, visit each 
establishment in order. Doubling 
back is a time waster. 

(5) List all the items you must 
purchase, such as something old, 
something new, something borrowed 
and something blue, veils for 
bridesmaids, etc. Check the items off 
as you buy them. This saves time in 
hunting through boxes to make sure 
you haven’t forgotten anything.

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Diamonds cherished through-out time 


How would you like to own a chunk of 
crystalized lightning, a capsule of the sun, or an 
eternal gem of light? 

It’s quite possible you do, for these are all the 
ancient names for the diamond. 

At least where diamonds are concerned, there’s 
quite a lot in a name. The word “diamond” 


derives from the Greek “adamas,” meaning 
unconquerable — and it’s a fact that early gem 
cutters failed to tame the world’s hardest stone 
with their primitive tools. 

Since then, the diamond has symbolized un- 
conquerable virtue and victory over the forces of 
evil. 



The Greeks thought that the stone could curb 
violent anger, dispel needless worry — even 
restore sanity to a disturbed mind. 

During the Middle Ages, diamonds were sup- 
posed to protect wearers from pestilence, plague 
and enemy plots. When worn on the left arm, the 
gems were thought to effectively chase away evil 
spirits. 

There was only one catch — the diamond’s 
owner had to be virtuous. Sinful thoughts or deeds 
might cause the stone to lose its powder, as well as 
its luster. 

Because of its association with victory, the 
diamond has often been w r orn by military men. 
Medieval knights carried diamonds into battle to 
increase their manly strength and courage. 
Following this tradition, Napoleon had France’s 
great Regent diamond mounted on the hilt of his 
sword 

Love, not war, is the diamond’s main sym- 
bolism now — but it wasn’t always that way. 
Before the mid-15th century, diamonds were worn 
almost exclusively by men and seldom given as 
love tokens, but in 1437, a French beauty named 
Agnes Sorel dared to wear a diamond necklace to

A bride can be calm and radiant on her wedding 
day if she has planned the preliminaries well and 
far enough ahead. Every bride-to-be should have 
a timetable to help her plan for the marriage 
event with the most convenience and the least 
worry for everyone, especially for her. 

As a guide for the bride, the Jewelry Industry 
Council presents the following life-saving, bride- 
saving schedule: 

Three Months Before the Big Day 

(1) Decide upon the type of wedding, whether 
formal or informal. 

(2) Consult with your clergyman to arrange 
necessary details. 

(3) Make up your guest list, consult with the 
bridegroom’s family. 

(4) Make arrangements for reception, catering 
and music. 

(5) Choose your bridal party; order your bridal 
gown and plan what the bridesmaids will wear. 

(6) Select your silver pattern as well as your 
china and crystal, and register your choices with 
your jeweler. 

(7) Decide on decor and furnishings for your 
new home or apartment. 

Two Months Until W-Day 

(1) Order your invitations, announcements and 
personal stationery. 

(2) Buy now what you will need and use for your 
trousseau. 

(3) Set a date for wedding rehearsal and 
arrange for rehearsal supper. 

One Month to Go 

(1) Address and mail invitations. 

(2) Buy gifts for attendants and bridegroom, 
and make plans for luncheon for your attendants. 

(3) Try to have your friends give showers now, 


and then finish your shopping for lingerie, linens 
and household furnishings. 

(4) Check up on outfits for bridal party, and 
have fittings on your wedding gown. Arrange for 
photographer to be present at final fitting. 

(5) Buy your bridegroom’s wedding ring and he 
should get yours. Go with him to apply for a 
marriage license, and have the necessary pre- 
marital medical examinations. 

(6) Remind bridegroom to order boutonnieres 
and flowers for wedding party and for the two 
mothers. 

(7) Consult with caterer about reception menu 
and cake. Take up the matter of decoration with 
the florist. 

(8) Arrange for accommodations for out-of- 
town guests. 

Just One Week Left 

(1) Send wedding announcements to the local 
papers, including the formal portrait that was 
taken at your final bridal gown fitting. 

(2) Check on the arrival of gowns, trousseau 
items. 

(3) Make a beauty shop appointment for wed- 
ding hairdo. 

(4) Have bridesmaids’ luncheon. 

(5) Put your gifts on display. 

(6) Pack uncrushables when you have free time, 
and spend leisure time with your family. 

The Day Before 

( 1 ) Tell someone your honeymoon itinerary and 
arrange for someone to check your new home 
while you are gone. 

(2) Go to the hairdresser’s early, and then to 
wedding rehearsal and dinner.

FORMAL 

The ultra-formal wedding, honoring every 
tradition in the most lavish manner, is elegant. 

There are usually many guests invited to the 
church and reception, the bride chooses four or 
more attendants; and, of course, the bridal gown 
is the most formal with long train and cathedral 
length veil. The entire wedding party follows suit, 
wearing the most formal attire appropriate for 
the hour 

A wedding carried out in formal tempo may, 
however, be kept quite simple in its appointments 
with only a small gathering at the church. 

A formal home wedding involves less ex- 
penditure but has the disadvantage of limiting the 
number of guests. The bride's mother receives 
guests as they arrive. She takes her place when 
the bride is ready to make her entrance 

At the home wedding there is no recessional 

SEMI-FORMAL 

A semi-formal wedding, whether in a church, 
chapel, home or club, may be exquisite. Wedding 
attire for the bride need not be strictly formal 

The traditional long veil is substituted by a short 
finger-tip or elbow-length veil. If the bride's gown 
has a short train, or no train at all, the whole tone 
of the wedding may relax in its formal 
requirements If the gown is trainless, aisle 
canvas may be omitted. 

INFORMAL 

The informal wedding can carry out as many 
traditions as seem appropriate Handwritten 
invitations should be sent at least two weeks 
before the wedding. 

The bride may wear a short or floor-length 
formal gown or an afternoon dress or suit with no 
veil. A simple bouquet and just one attendant is 
appropriate. 

Depending on the church or chapel, the bride 
may walk down the aisle with her father or enter 
from the side door at the left of the altar, with the 


maid of honor following. 

The bridegroom enters from the right with the 
best man. For a home wedding, the simplicity of 
an informal affair is beautiful. 

It is usually followed by a simple reception 

THE LITTLE WEDDING 

This is the category that lies somewhere bet- 
ween the Informal and the Semi-formal wedding. 
A wedding is considered to be little if the guest list 
does not exceed 75 in number The invitations, 
preferably, are hand written and of course, in- 
formally worded 

The bride may look extremely bride-like. That 
is, she does not have to minimize her attire. She 
may wear the conventional bridal headdress and 
veil and long gown with a court train. 

If the wedding takes place before 6 p m., the 
groom and men in the wedding party can 
correctly wear the dark business suit and four-in- 
hand ties that are muted in color 

GARDEN WEDDING 

A garden wedding follows much the same 
pattern of other weddings. It may be simple or as 
elaborate as the bride desires. 

There is usually an improvised altar or bower 
where the couple stand for the ceremony. A lovely 
garden reception can follow 

SECOND MARRIAGE 

The bride marrying a second time may follow 
many of the traditional wedding customs. But, 
simplicity and informality should reign. 

The bride should never wear white. Nor should 
she wear a veil or carry a white bouquet. A suit, 
dress or long gowrn without train is appropriate. 
Even the wedding cake should have tinted 
frosting 

The ceremony usually includes only relatives 
and close friends A large reception following is 
perfectly acceptable. 


Invitations are preferably informal notes. 
However, formal announcements are in order 

What about music ? 

Today’s bride and groom are just as likely to 
march down the aisle to the strains of a popular 
movie theme, like “Love Story”, as to the 
traditional wedding march. 

According to the American Music Conference, a 
not-for-profit music association, young people 
today want the wedding ceremony to reflect their 
own tastes and changing life styles. 

The piano and organ, long staples in traditional 
ceremonies, are being joined by the violin, flute, 
cello and celeste The celeste is especially popular 
for marking the arrival of the bride today because 
of its clear, bell like tones. 

Those young couples who want a truely 
neoclassical sound for the wedding ceremony are 
requesting Baroque music, played by trumpet and 
cello. 

For informal nuptials, couples are writing their 
own wedding vows and their musical selections 
may range from popular songs to original com- 
positions created and sung by members of the 
bridal party. 

One recent ceremony featured a wedding 
cantata written by the groom and his best man. It 
was sung by a bridesmaid and usher. 

Another young couple, in a very simple 
ceremony, had the music performed by three 
friends — one on guitar and two on recorders. 

Kegardless of what music is selected or which 
instruments play it, no wedding is complete 
without music. Throughout history, music has 
been an important aspect of the universal 
“harmony of spheres”, and today’s bride and 
groom, like those of generations past, have made 
it an important part of the celebration of their own 
union.

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Why diamond rings? 


Have you every wondered why 
girls get a diamond engagement 
ring? Or why they slip on a wedding 
band at the marriage ceremony? Or 
why both rings are worn on the fourh 
finger, left hand? 

Wedding rings date back to the 
cave age, and although the styles of 
the rings and the reasons for wearing 
them have changed, the ring 
tradition is so strong that even 
today’s most liberated bride wears 
her ring with pride. 

Historians credit the caveman with 
starting the wadding ring tradition 
by tying his bride’s wrist and ankles 
with braided rushes before dragging 
her off to seal the marriage pact. 
Some civilized centuries later, this 
custom fell away to binding just one 
finger. 

The caveman bound his mate to 
make sure her spirit was under his 
control. The ancient Pharaohs had 
another reason for the ring. They 
regarded the circular band as a 
heavenly sign that life, happiness 
and love have no beginning and no 
end. As such, it u f as the perfect 
marriage symbol. 

The first wedding rings were 
chipped from bone, ivory, flint or 
amber. In Greek and Roman times, 
they were hammered out of iron, 
copper, brass and bronze into 
decorative designs. 

The custom of wearing wedding 
rings on the fourth finger of the left 
hand dates to a romantic belief of the 
Greeks that the “vena Amoris” or 
vein of love ran directly between the 
fourth finger and the heart. 


Wedding rings, however, were not 
always given as a symbol of love. 
Some of the Roman rings signified 
the woman’s duty to preserve her 
husband’s goods and care for the 
house. These rings were inscribed 
with little keys, symbolizing the 
wife’s right to enter her husband’s 
storehouse and help herself to a bag 
of grain or a roll of linen. 

Diamond became popular in 
betrothal rings towards the end of the 
15th century, and Mary of Burgundy 
supposedly w r as given the first one. 

In a letter dated 1477, Archduke 
Maximillian of Austria was advised 
to give Mary a “ring set with a 
diamond” to win her love, (Mary 
gladly accepted the ring and the 
couple w r ere married 24 hours later.) 

The betrothal ring gained in 
popularity through the 16th and 17th 
centuries when gimmal rings (two 
linked hoops set w f ith precious 
stones) became the vogue and in- 
spired a delightful practice. At the 
engagement, the hoops were 
separated and each party kept one 
until the wedding day. Then, the two 
hoops were joined and worn by the 
bride. 

At the turn of the century, the 
diamond solitaire became the 
favorite engagement ring, and its 
importance as the symbol of love has 
increased ever since. Why? Perhaps 
because of the endurance of the 
diamond which is the hardest sub 
stance known to man, or perhaps 
because each diamond is different, 
as the relationship between tw'o 
persons is unique.
